AUTOMATIC COUPLERS 



Important Decision by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 



Washington, Dec. 19.— In a 
decisiou handed down by Chief 
Justice Fuller in the case of 
Johnson^ra. the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Company the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States today practically held 
that all cars, iucludiug locomo- 
tives, should be equipped with 
uniform automatic couplers. The 
court also held that dining cars 
cannot be exempt from the re- 
quirements of the safety ap- 
pliance law when in use, even 
though empty. 

The decision is considered by 
the Interstate Commission and 
the Deparmeut of Justice to be 
a decided step forward in the 
protection of railroad employee. 
Secretary Mosely, of the com- 
mission, summarizes the points 
decided as follows : 

First — That couplers on railroad 
cars must be such as will couple 
automatically and so save employ- 
es from going: between cars, though 
absolute uniformity is not required. 

Second— A car though empty and 
on a side track may be engaged in 
interstate commerce. 

Third— That for the purpose of the 
safety appliance , law locomotives 
are cars and they are required to be 
equipped with automatic couplers. 
The accident of which the suit 



grew occurred at. Promontory, 
Utah, in 1900, when Johnson, 
who was the head breakeman on 
a through passenger train be- 
tween San Francisco and Ogden, 
was directed to couple the loco- 
motive to a dining car, which 
was standing on a side track at 
that point. The engine and car 
were equipped respectively with 
the Janey coupler and the Mil- 
ler hook, but they did not work 
together and Johnson was com- 
pelled to go between the cars, 
with the result that his hand was 
badly mashed and amputation 
was necessary. He brought suit 
for damages, but the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
circuit decided against him. To- 
day's opinion reversed both 
these judgments and ordered a 
new trial. 



PROHIBITION INCREASE. 



Forty Thousand More Votes Cast at the 
Last Election Than in 1900. 

Washington, Dec. 19.— The 
Prohibitionists polled at the last 
election 40,000 more votes than 
their candidate received at the 
presidential election of 1900. 
While at the same ratio of 
growth, 10,000 a year, it would 
take a great many years before 
the Prihibition party became 
strong enough to be formidable 
among the political parties of 
the United States, its members 
are much encouraged by the 
showing made, which indicates 
at least that the Prohibition 
party is not moving backwards. 

Its gains were distributed 
rather unevenly. About 6,000 
were gained in Pennsylvania, 
from which State the presiden-lsc 
tial nominee, Dr. Swallow, was j m

Missoula, Mont., Dec. 19. — 
Will EL Davenport, an old time 
vaudeville artist and ex-regular 
in the United States army, is 
dead here of apoplexy.

Therefore, state normal 
schools in Kentucky should be above 
Political and denominational control.
